Remark 

• This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed after final rejection on January 
29, 2009, that will be entered into the file. 

• By this amendment, the applicant has amended claims 12-14 and has canceled claims 1-7 and 15- 
23. 

• Claims 8-14 remain pending in this application. 

Reasons For Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: of the prior art references 
considered, none has disclose a holographic record erasing method that is comprised of forming a 
crosstalk hologram in a crosstalk layer in a superposed manner with respect to a data holograms 
multiplexed recorded in a recording layer in a holographic recording medium. The crosstalk layer is 
provided adjacent to recording layer in the holographic recording medium. A reference beam for erasing, 
which is used to record the crosstalk hologram, has a beam diameter upon the projection unto the 
holographic recording medium 2 to 10 times the diameter of the beam that is projected onto the 
holographic recording medium at the time of data hologram recording.
